has  conducted  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Town  in  a  manner 
highly  honorable  to  himself  and  to  the  credit  of  the  Town  ; 
having  in  no  case,  to  their  knowledge,  compelled  a  person  to 
call  the  second  time  with  a  demand  upon  the  Treasury  ;  but 
has,  in  many  cases,  subjected  himself  to  a  great  loss  of  time 
and  interest  on  funds  advanced,  that  the  credit  of  the  Town 
might  be  honorably  sustained.
